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Moreta  House  Massacre  (Manila) 


SUBJECT 


On  17  February  1945,  approximately  sixty- three  (62)  Spanish 
Filipino,  and  Chinese  civilians  had  taken  refuse  at  the  house  of  Dr. 

MORETA  at  417  Isaac  Peral  St.,  Manila,  P.  I.  (R-9).  About  noon,  a  group 
of  about  twenty  (20)  Japanese  Karines  entered  tho  building  and,  at  the 
direction  of  an  officer,  separated  the  men  from  the  women,  placing  the 
men  in  the  bathroom  and  tho  women  in  the  kitchen  (R-l,  5,  8,  13,  18). 


Two  of  the  men  voro  led  out  separately  after  which  shots 
were  hoard  and  the  men  never  returned.  The  body  of  one,  Tirso  LIZZARAGA 
shot  in  the  neck  and  face,  was  later  identified  bv  one  of  the  survivors 
(R36,  14). 


Thereafter  several  grenades  were  thrown  into  the  bathroom 
by  the  Japanese,  resulting  in  tho  death  and  wounding  of  many  of  the 
men  (R-l,  2,  13,  14).  Meanwhile  manv  of  the  women  wore  bayonetted, 
stabbed  or  shot  (R-9,  18,  22),  whllo  others  wore  dragged  upstairs  by  the 
Japanese  and  never  again  seen  alive  (R-23).  None  of  the  survivors  wit¬ 
nessed  the  raping  of  any  of  the  women,  but  the  bodies  of  several  of  the 
women  were  mutilated  and  bore  indications  of  having  been  violated  (R-5).
